BEES’ PRODUCTION OF HONEY 


Haw the Transition Frem Nectar ta 
the Highly Delectable Compound 
_ 
la Accomplished. 


When 8 bee arrives In the hive with 
a laad of honey, she searches until 
•ha Ands a cell to her liking and then 
enters the cell with feet upward. 
Her 
■NMidlhies touch the cell where the 
laad Is to be deposited. 
Then the 
■Math and mandibles open, and a drop 
of nectar appears. 
With the mandi­ 
bles constantly In motion while quite 
. likely some secretion is added to the 
, nectar, the head is moved from side 
-to aide and the nectar spread over the 
lapper cell wall. 
When this honey is 
Brat stored It ie quite thin, but later 
the bees evajtorate or "ripen” It un­ 
til It’ contains less than 25 per cent of 
water. 
The work is done mostly at 
night, the hee* standing on the combs 
with heads upward and then forcing 
a drop of nectar to the mouth and 
mandibles, where It gently pulsates 
for about ten minutes when It Is swal- 
lovM fend another drop appears. This 
wori^roflfinites sometimes for nearly 
half the night. 
Anyone entering the 
briary at this time will note the pleas­ 
ant odor of the new honey and will 
also enjoy the drowsy sound of the 
millions at work ripening the honey.

Its central part was 
erected in 1732-4, but the outer part, 
which one sees from adjacent streets, 
dates from 1788. 
The present building spreads over 
four acres of what is perhaps the most 
valuable real estate in the world, In 
the heart of London’s world trading 
center. 
At least once, In December, 
1825, it saved the country from bank­ 
ruptcy. 
During the Lord George Gor­ 
don riots of June, 1780, it withstood a 
two-days’ attack by a mob which was 
driven off by soldiers stationed out­ 
side and clerks and bank officials who 
mounted the walls. 
Since that date the bank has been 
guarded every night by a detachment 
of 36 soldiers who, commanded by an 
officer, march down from London tow­ 
er and take up their positions on the 
walls at sundown. 
A number of windows, which broke 
the blank solidarity of the bank’s out­ 
er walls, were cloned with huge blocks 
of granite after the rioting, but their 
outline is traced by
